The submission of an annual Progress Report is required. Second-year support is contingent
upon successful review of the first year Progress Report.

A letter of recommendation from your mentor must be submitted with your first-year annual
Progress Report.

All Progress Reports are due at the New Jersey Commission on Spinal Cord Research office by
February 15" for Grant Cycle A, and by July 18" for Grant Cycle B.

An original and 15 copies must be submitted and sent to the New Jersey Commission on Spinal
Cord Research, P.O. Box 360, Trenton, New Jersey 08625.

Report any changes in the original research plans.

List all research publications emerging from this research, including those in
preparation. Please attach a copy of the article(s).
